More than 43,000,000 applica­ 
tions for Social Security account 
numbers have been received by 
the Social Security Board, in the 
United States, Alaska, Hawaii, 
and the District of Columbia, ac­ 
cording to Clarence B. Gwy n, 
manager of the board’s field of­ 
fice at Richmond, Indiana. 
“During January ,” he stated, 
“17,18 2 
applications were 
re­ 
ceived in Indiana.” 
The manager pointed out that 
every worker in commerce or in­ 
dustry should have a social se­ 
curity account number. Appli­ 
cation forms may also be secured 
at the local postoffice. 
“Our office is prepared to is­ 
sue account numbers,” he said. 
“If an individual has more than 
one number, has lost his card, or 
wishes to correct information 
given previously in an applica­ 
tion tar a number, he should 
contact us immediately ,” he add­ 
ed. 
The account number card, is­ 
sued by the field office, is the 
worker’s official record of the 
number which identifies the wage 
account set up by him for the 
Federal Bureau of Old-Age In­ 
surance. No other card is offi­ 
cial. The wages which a work­ 
er receives are entered in this 
wage account and form the ba­ 
sis upon which his benefits un­ 
der the old-age insurance pro­ 
visions of the law will be paid. 
Every worker who does not 
have a social security account 
number card should secure one 
and report the number to his 
employ er immediately , Mr. Gwy n 
said.

Domination Of Balk ans Ne x t 
Obje c tiv e For Nazi Ge rmany 


Bertin, March 12 (A*)—Germany has set her face determinedly 
eastward again after a brief period of seeming indecision. 
This is the conclusion reached after two days of careful ques­ 
tioning of many responsible men in Germany. 
Replies of these men indicate that domination of the Balkans 
is the present objective of the Nazi government’s foreign policy. 
Events in Czechoslovakia appear to have hastened the German 
decision. 
< 
For months the Germany of 
Adolf Hitler has had five likely 
objectives under study: (I) re­ 
covery of her war-lost colonies; 
(2) penetration of southeastern 
Europe; (3) reunion of Memel 
and Danzig with the Reich; (4) 
help to Italy in her Mediterran­ 
ean aspirations; (5) an under­ 
standing with France. 
None could tell when German 
power policies would be turned 
to realization of any of these ob­ 
jectives, but President Emil Ha- 
cha of the Czechoslovak cen­ 
tral government, by cracking 
down on the leaders of the au­ 
tonomous Solvak regime, has 
given Hitler an opportunity. 
Now the Czechs apparently 
have put themselves in a posi­ 
tion where they eventually eith­ 
er will have to rescind the ac­ 
tion of President Hacha and 
grant the Slovaks whatever they 
demand or risk being snuffed out 
by their great German neighbor. 
Whatever happens in Czecho­ 
slovakia, Germany probably will 
gain. Her hold on the Czechs, 
Slovaks and Carpatho-Ukraini- 
ans (Ruthenians), as well, will be 
ighter. She virtually will be 
master as far southeast as the 
Rumanian frontier. 
From a military viewpoint, 
domination of Czechoslovakia 
would mean that Germany, in 
case of need, could enter Poland 
across a virtually unfortified 
frontier. 
Germany’s next objective would 
bring Rumania, with wheat, oil 
and ore, completely within the 
German economic orbit. 
Moreover, Hitler now is re­ 
ported to be in the mood to seek 
a rapproachment with France 
based upon a division of power 
on the continent. With this in 
view, German diplomacy is un­ 
derstood to be tactfully putting 
the brakes on Italian aspirations 
for colonial gains in the Medi­ 
terranean area at the expense 
of France.

Washington, March 12 (ZP) — 
Opposition developed to a labor 
practices amendment to the 
army expansion bill yesterday on 
the ground that it might hin­ 
der the administration’s busi­ 
ness stimulation efforts. 
The amendment, by Demo­ 
cratic Leader Barkley of the 
Senate, would deny government 
armament contracts to anyone 
found to be interfering with 
collective bargaining or other 
rights of his employes. 
I 
On good authority, it was said 
that Rep. May (D-Ky), a mem­ 
ber of the joint committee try­ 
ing to adjust House and Senate 
differences over the legislation, 
had urged senate conferees to 
seek Barkley’s assistance toward 
getting the amendment with­ 
drawn. 
May was said to have told 
Senator Logan (D-Ky), one of 
the senate conferees, that this 
might be the only way to avoid 
a controversy on the House floor 
involving organized labor and 
industry. 
Several legislators said they 
thought such a contest might 
nullify much that had been ac­ 
complished by the administra­ 
tion through its recent assurance 
to business. 
Logan said he thought it 
might be well to avoid such a 
controversy at this time. He ex­ 
pressed the belief some compro­ 
mise might be worked out which 
would be acceptable both to bus­ 
iness and to labor. 
The Kentuckian added, how­ 
ever, that Senator Barkley hadj 
informed him, before leaving 
Washington to inspect the site 
of the proposed Florida canal, 
that he intended to stand pat 
on the amendment. 
It was proposed by Barkley 
with the support of both the 
AFL and CIO. The Senate adopt­ 
ed it, but House approval must 
be obtained before it can become 
law. 
Logan said the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacaurers had 
protested against the amend­ 
ment, and Secretary Woodring 
wrote the conferees yesterday 
asking its elimination. 
Meanwhile, the Senate naval 
committee paused in its consid­ 
eration of the naval air base 
bill to debate foreign policy.

Attention of truck owners was 
called today by T. A. Dicus, 
chairm an of the State Highway 
Commission, to a 1937 law, now 
in effect, which bars all motor 
vehicles with solid tires from 
the highway s and specifies cer­ 
tain exceptions. 
This law (Chapter 27 5, page 
127 4, Acts of 19 37 ) was designed 
to aid state and county highway 
officials in protecting road sur­ 
faces which had been softened 
by freezing and thawing, by ex­ 
cessive rainfall, or which m ight 
otherwise be damaged by motor 
vehicles having solid tires. The 
State Highway Commission and 
local officials charged with re­ 
pair and m aintenance of any 
public road, are authorized to 
restrict use of the ro ads when 
in their opinion the road sur­ 
face m ight be damaged. 
The law provides tha t after 
January I, 1939, no motor ve­ 
hicle eq uipped with tires other 
than pneumatic, shall be oper­ 
ated or moved on the roadway 
surface of any public highway 
in the state with the exception 
of the following: 
a. “tractio n 
engines, 
f a r m 
tractors, 
f a r m 
machinery , 
threshers 
or 
trailers 
thereof 
when propelled or drawn at a 
speed no t in excess of ten miles 
per hour and when the tires 
thereon which have pro tuber­ 
ances, will no t m aterially injure 
the roadway surface or are so 
block ed tha t the roadway sur­ 
face will no t be m aterially in­ 
jured,” 
b. “trailers especially designed 
for the transpo rtatio n of heavy 
construction 
eq uipment, 
when 
propelled or drawn a t a speed 
no t in excess of ten miles per 
hour.” 
Instructio ns have gone to all 
state highway officials to check 
applications for perm its to move 
oversize and overweight vehicles 
on the state highway sy stem 
and see w hether or no t the ve­ 
hicles comply with the law. Per­ 
m its for movement of such ve­ 
hicles on the state highway sy s­ 
tem can be issued only when 
they are covered by one of the 
two exceptions provided by the 
law. 
This section of the law supple­ 
m ents ano ther statute which 
gives state and county highway 
officials the right to bar all ve­ 
hicles having a gross weight of 
over three tons from designated 
highway s 
during 
periods 
in 
which operation of such vehicles 
would damage road surfaces.

CIVIL RIGHTS IND 


LIBERTIES CERCEO 


DEFORE H STITES 


Chicago, M arch 13 (ZP) — State 
legislators devoted a consider­ 
able am ount of study this win­ 
ter to the q uestion of the civil 
rights and liberties of their con­ 
stituents. 
Measures on the subject were 
introduced or discussed in a t 
least 14 states, an Associated 
Press survey disclosed today , al­ 
though hardly any such legisla­ 
tion has been enacted. 
A Colorado bill would prohibit 
interference 
with 
parades 
or 
meetings in streets or public 
places, and ban any city from 
halting pick eting, parades, m eet­ 
ings, sound truck s, distribution 
of printed circulars, although 
licenses could be req uired. 
A similar measure in Vermont 
also would prohibit any one to 
refuse use of any place of public 
assembly because of the appli­ 
cant’s race, creed, color or mem­ 
bership in a labor or political o r­ 
ganization. 
The Nebrask a legislature voted 
to revive a proposal which would 
ban tem porary or perm anent in­ 
junctions as remedies for labor 
disputes. 
A K ansas committee 
studied a measure to outlaw the 
sitdown or stay -in strik e. 
Bills in Georgia would prohibit 
appearance on public streets of 
persons in costumes or mask s 
designed to conceal identity — 
except Santa Claus suits — and 
would req uire secret orders to 
file 
membership 
rosters 
and 
statem ents of purpose with the 
secretary of state, except groups 
lik e fraternities and unions. 
New York proposals would bar 
Communists from civil service 
and public school employ ment, 
give the adjutant general super­ 
vision over semi-m ilitary groups 
and close state armories to o r­ 
ganizations 
advocating 
over­ 
throw of government. 
The M assachusetts legislature 
ratified the bill of rights, 150 
y ears late. An Oregon measure 
would 
forbid 
discrim ination 
against Negroes in hotels and 
restaurants. 
Illinois Representatives E. A.

Torrence, 
Chicago 
Negro 
Republicans, 
sponsored a bill providing tha t 
any document pertaining to sale,
